He had seemed worn and worried 
for weeks and it appeared to be 
only a matter of time when a suc­ 
cessor should be named. Who that 
successor will be remains to be seen, 
because President Hoover has not 
yet accepted Mr. Taft's resignation.

In the southern republic, however, almost anything 
seems to go; and the plan adopted removes all doubt 
as to whether everybody will donate. 
At the same 
time it saves a lot of time, trouble, and expense in 
gathering the dough. 
Up to date, it appears that the Mexicans have not 
done much toward copying 
our 
American plan of 
getting millionaire captains (rf finance and industry 
to finance campaigns and rewarding them later on 
through legislation to give them high tariff protec­ 
tion and other special favors. Perhaps this Is because 
their government is controlled more by agrarian and 
labor elements, rather than by big business. 
Instead of this. the power* that be south of the 


latora and the courts, in their effect on American 
law, th a t has appeared in a long train of recitals of 
the legal abuses to which the general public has been 
subjected. 
Admitting th a t the over-abundance of statutory 
regulations cannot be remedied overnight, th a t the 
folly of law-making as a cure-all cannot be found in 
a moment, Mr. Child hold* th a t public opinion can be 
charged "with the job (rf creating some kind of a 
solid front against fool legislation." 
He makes one significant suggestion for improving 
the situation.

After time for full public consideration, the second 
meeting would aet upon the bills introduced. 
Tit a t the public would give full consideration is ob­ 
viously too much to expect. The interim would, how­ 
ever. givs legislators themselves a chance to rxam ine 
the billa and to prevent obvious faults being lost in 
ti * emot ional excitement and burry of the average 
legislative session. 
It would permit, of course, parti- 
m n forces to marshal their strength for or against 
bills affecting their interest*. 
It would also permit 
im partial students of 
government, 
public-spirited 
and intelligent citizens, and leaders of the press to 
bring to light efforts to use legislation as a cover 
for securing partisan favors at public expense. 
If such a procedure had been in effect in the Ne­ 
braska legislature for 
instance, 
opportunity would 
have been given to uncover 
the 
loophole in the 
wording of the drivers’ license law which has been 
interpreted so as to permit treasurers to pocket pri­ 
vately a quarter from each license. 
It would have 
given opportunity to discover th at in changes in the 
law governing county assessors th a t provision had not 
been made to protect counties which had combined 
assessors with clerks. 
T hat this suggestion of Mr. Child would be a cure- 
all for bad legislation is too m uch to hope for. T hat 
It m ight serve as an additional interference to the 
blind passage of multitudinous legislation, and, as 
such, a step toward more intelligent legislation, is 
possible. 
The blundering development of government 
is reaching a stage where any such opportunity would 
be worth trying in the hope of eliminating some (rf 
the confusion endless legislation has caused.
